Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, 12-14, and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by USP2,072,446 to Forsthoefel. 

Forsthoefel discloses a refrigerator and a mounting structure comprising all the 
elements recited in the above listed claims including, such as shown in Fig 3, a 
receiving chamber cover 5 defining a partitioned space, a plurality of receiving boxes 12 
installed in the partitioned space and having a receiving space being open at an upper 
portion thereof, a plurality of guide rails 13 provided at positions on the receiving 
chamber cover 5 corresponding to inner sides of the two sidewalls of the receiving box, 
a plurality of guide flanges provided at upper ends of the sidewalls of the receiving box 
and extending in an inward direction with respect to the receiving space, wherein the 
plurality of guide flanges are positioned so as to correspond to the plurality of guide rails 
13; wherein each guide flange of the plurality of guide flanges is supported and guided 
by a respective guide rail of the plurality of guide rails, and are formed such that leading 
ends thereof protrude by a predetermined length inwardly with respect to the sidewalls 
of the receiving box so as to face each other.
